Re:  Proposed  vacation  of  Grand  Street  from  Harrison  Street  west  to  its 

western  terminus  and  Webster  Street,  Kansas  Street,  and  Hoagland 

Avenue  from  Melita  Street  north  to  Grand  Street. 

We  have  reviewed  the  proposed  vacations  as  described  above  and  have  no 
objection  to  those  vacations  for  the  following  reasons: 

1.  At  the  present  time  none  of  the  streets  are  either  used  or 
necessary  for  the  circulation  of  general  traffic  through  the 
area. 

2.  At  the  present  time  the  streets  in  question  are  only  partially 
improved  and,  for  the  most  part,  those  sections  of  streets 
which  are  improved  do  not  meet  the  standards  of  the  Board  of 
Public  Works. 

3.  The  vacation  of  this  property  would  return  the  property  to  the 
tax  duplicate  and,  therefore,  would  provide  some  additional 
income  to  the  city. 

4.  It  is  obvious  that  Hoagland  Avenue,  Kansas  Street,  and  Webster 
Street  would  never  cross  the  railroad  and,  therefore,  their  use- 
fulness for  the  purpose  of  circulation  of  traffic  is  limited. 

5.  It  would  seem  that  a better  use  could  be  made  of  the  adjoining 
grounds  if  the  streets  were  vacated  and  could  be  utilized  in 
tying  together  tiie  various  properties  under  single  ownership 
and  development.
